The Tariff aid "Trusts." 


Hume Marttt (Hub 


The men who have assumed the task of 


tearing down the barriers by which our 
markets are defended, and better returns 
for labor insured, seem determined to 
make the policy of protection odious by 
falsely charging it with responsibility 
tor every unpopular condition which the 
business of the country experiences, 


Among the more recently discovered 


evils of a protective policy to which these 
free trade advocates point is the alleged 
fostering of "trusts " But here, as else- 
where, facts are ogainst them, as will be 
seen by a glance at history, past and 
present 
' Trusts," 01 "pools," or combinations 


by whatever name, are far from being 
modern contrivances for controlling 
prices, and are by no means confined to 
the United States In fact the "trust" 
ol to day is oi English origin, and unfor- 
tunately for the free trade advocate's 
purpose, did not come into prominence 
in England until 1848—two years after 
the adoption by that nation of her exist- 
ing free trade policy This combination 
was in the tin mining district of Corn- 
wall and Devonshire, and was intended 
to affect the price of metal on which there 
WBB no tarift 


Coming down to the present the great 


copper "trust," which recently succeeded 
m carrying up prices to an unprecedented 
figure, originated in France, where there 
aiq no copper mines to protect. England 
to day has a coal oil trust, though no oil 
wells, and no tarift on coal oil 
Canada, 


like ourselves, has a sugar trust, while 
allowing sugar to enter her ports free of 
duty 
Here in the United States our 


most formidable "trust" is the Standard 
Oil Company, with coal oil on the free 
list 
(It may be well to remember that 


the present Secretary of the Navy is a 
member of this Standard Oil combina- 
tion) Then, again, we have the Coffee 
"trust," which has succeeded in mate- 
rially increasing the price of coffee within 
the past year and a half, while every one 
who cares to inquire knows that coffee 
hns been on the free list since 1873 


In the face of facts like these, it is 


daily charged that "trusts"—inherited 
troin England, and flourishing as nevor 
before under the present pro-British ad- 
ministration—aie an outgrowth of the 
Imenoan pioteotive policy The same 
froo trade advocates, with unabashed in- 
consistency, charge against a protective 
tariff that it materially increases the 
pi ices of protected products 
This, it 


true, would operate to render combina- 
tions all the more difficult, by requiring 
increased capital for holding and arbi- 
trarily forcing up the prices of commodi- 
ties 
The real truth is that all these 


commeioial combinations, like those be- 
tween railroad managers, are very little, 
if at all, aileoted by customs laws, and 
the evils with which they threaten the 
country are to be averted by national 
and state legislation, rendering nil com- 
binations more difficult, and keeping 
every business avenue open to untram- 
melled competition. This appeal of free 
trade advocates to the general prejudice 
against "trusts" but betrays the absence 
of facts and arguments in support of the 
unpatriotic policy they have espoused, 
and will deceive none but the unthink- 
ing

The litigation in connection with the 


election for supervisor in Blue Mound 
township, wherein Robert Hill was tha 
plaintiff, and E. ti.

The first was 
the day of gold, the second was the day of 
cattle, tho third was the day of wheat and 
the fourth tho day of oranges According to 
my horologe tho Califormans ore now about 
10 o'clock In the forenoon of the day of

Those reflections may serve, per 


baps, to explain the fact that Sunday Is so 
little observed in California

state has not yet reached the day of rest in 
the cycle of her creation. Meanwhile our 
engine has plunged headforemost into Oak 
land, and issues on the pier with his eye on 
San Francisco.
